WOULD USE FILIPINO 
LABOR IN WAR TIME 


Import 25,000 Orientals, As 
Harvest Hands to Take Places 
of Men Enlisted, Says Hecke 


Sacramento.—Importation of 20,000 
to 25,000 Filipinos for the duration of 
the war and for two or three years 
thereafter, to harvest the crops of 
California, was advocated by State 
Commissioner of Horticulture G. H. 
Hecke, as a war measure, in a state- 
ment made here last Saturday. 
Hecke asserted that California was 
being asked to produce bumper crops 
to help feed this nation and the en- 
tente allies at a time when the short- 
age of agricultural labor was so acute 
that unless foreign labor could be had 
to assist in harvesting the crops much 
of the State’s efforts would be set at 
naught. 

“To secure the maximum production 
from the farms of the State,” suid 
Hecke, “we must do what France has 
done, what Great Britain has done. 
Chinese have been imported into those 
countries to fill the shortage of man- 
ual labor due to the calling out of 
men for war service. We face the 
same situation in this country. Men 
will be called into the army, into the 
navy, into the munitions factories, the 
ship building plants, into the multi- 
tude of war work that faces us, Al- 
ready farmers are unable to secure 
sufficient help to plant their crops. 
And we are asking them to plant two 
crops where they have only planted 
one before. The only answer to the 
problemi fs the fmportatton of 20,000 
to 25,000 Filipinos. 

“Understand that 1 am urging this 
only as an emergency measure. 

“An actual shortage of food is not 
a menace of next year or the year 
after that. It is staring us in the 
face. J mean that before the present 
crop is harvested California, the en- 
tire West, may not have sufficient 
food to meet its needs. And there 1s 
no place where we can buy food. 

“The State Horticultural (ommis- 
sion, the College of pen ie of 
the University of California and the 

representatives of the bureau of sta- 
tistics of the Federal Department of 
Agriculture will begin at once a food 
survey of the State. When that is 
completed, we will know just how 
small our supplies are.” 

A survey of farm conditions and an 
appeal for bigger crops began Monday 
by eight groups of experts.

After a conference between the po- 
litical and military authorities, it 
was announced that the German 
Government would treat Americans 
here virtually on the same lines as 
laid down in President Wilson's 
proclamation concerning the treat- 
ment of Germans in the United 
States. The Americans here will 
have almost every freedom, and so 


far have enjoyed the same freedom 
as is accorded to neutrals, except 
they are not allowed to reside in 
fortified places, and they are sub- 
ject to stricter police registration 
requirements. They may carry on 
their business as before.

Patents Issued In Year Remark- 
able in Number and Character. 


Among Inventions Reported Are Sev- 
eral Greatly Decreasing Coal Con- 
sumption In Power Plants. 


Invention in this country reached 
high-tide during the calendar year 
1916. Forty-two thousand separate 
patents were issued to inventors by 
Uncle Sam. It is not the number of, 
patents issued, however, that is worthy 
of note, but the character of the in- 
ventions. The patent office deals with 
all the efforts of the world in every 
field of industry to advance the useful 
arts. Great interests are involved, not 
merely of private, but of public con- 
cern, in the discoveries that are listed 
with the patent office. 

As an illustration of what the dis- 
coverics of the 12 months mean, refer- 
ence may be made to the fact that one 
concern in Chicago reports that it has 
effected a reduction in coal consump- 


hour to 2.7 pounds a_ kilowatt 
10ur, a8 a result of a new invention. 

A New York rapid transit company 
introduced improvements in the year 
which, according to the patent office, 
have caused a drop in coal consump- 
tion from 2% pounds a kilowatt hour 
to 1% pounds a kilowatt hour. 

An electric plant, through some new 
invention, it has shown, is now able to 
generate electricity from coal more 
cheaply than can be done from the wa- 
ters of Niagara falls. These great 
economies are due in large measure to 
new Inventions relating to automatic 
stokers and. regulators attached to 
furnace construction, to forced draft 
and. to coal-handling machinery. 

The year brought new and valuable 
inventions that had to do with wire- 
loss telegraphy, telephony, the control 
of torpedoes, searchlights and gun 
pointing, vacuum cleaning, X-ray ap- 
paratus, liquefaction of air to produce 
oxygen and aitrogen for commercial 
use, flying machines, the moving pic- 
ture and mercury vapor lamps. 

For a period of some five years an 
{ndustrial fellowship maintained by 
trained scientists have devoted their 
time to the study of methods of bread- 
making, with the object of producing 
better bread. In the last calenda 
year, certain of the processes devel- 
oped through this study were patented 

and put into operation.
